THE town of Torre del Greco, the 


destruction of which is now threat- 
ened by the eruption of Mount Ve- 
suvius, was once before submerged 
by lava from this natural furnace. 
That occurred in June, 1794, when 
a stream of molten matter thought 
to contain 46,000,000 cubic feet 
swept over the town and poured into 
the sea in a mass 1,204 feet wide 
and 15 feet high. The loss of life 
was by the thousand. Since the 
town was rebuilt it has been a favor 
ite resort from Naples, of which it is 
a suburb. Jit. Vesuvius is one of 
the greatest volcanoes in the world, 
and has a height varying from 1,600 
to 1,000 feet, eruptions making a 
great difference in its altitude. 
Its 


last outburst was in June, 1876; but 
as the eruption had been predicted, 
the people in the radius of discharge 
had ample time to seek safer quar- 
ters. Perhaps its first remarkable 
eruption wat in 1779, when stones, 
scoria and anhes were projected to a 
height of 10,000 feet, and fire shot 
three times tis high as the mountain. 
The first eruption of which there is 
any record was in A. D. 79, when 
Herculaneuni and Pompeii were de- 
stroyed.
